When Mark Zuckerberg created 
Facebook to be a college networking 
site, chances are he didn’t expect 
it to become a multi-million-dollar 
operation. Since the dawn of Facebook, 
social media has grown rapidly with 
the creation of sites such as Twitter, 
Instagram and even online dating sites. 
A survey taken among JCJC students 
show that about 40 percent have four 
social media applications in which 
they use two to three hours per day. 

Social media has contributed to the 
changing trends in the way people 
communicate. Instead of face-to-face 
conversations, most dialogues now 
happen behind an illuminated screen. 
This has broken down common 
communication and social abilities 
because they are increasingly out of 
practice. 

One of the most personal aspects 


of a person’s life is their 
romantic relationships. 

Instead of relying on a friend 
for a blind date, people now 
take their chances on internet 
algorithms to suggest their next love 
interest. This method could either 
produce a date from their wildest 
dreams or (just as easily) nightmares. 
Out of the JCJC students surveyed, 
27 percent had tried online dating, 
and 77 percent of those said their 
online dating experience was overall 
a positive one. It is a risk that more 
and more people are willing to take in 
hopes of a good outcome. 

The good thing about social media 
is that it does in fact do its job, which 
is connecting people. Whether one 
has family in another state or friends 
in another country one can stay 
connected with the click of a button. 
Also, social media encourages users to 
be creative with their posts. Whether 
it is an artsy picture or a witty tweet, 


social media gives everyone a 
chance to shine. 

On the other hand, seeing 
someone’s incredible post can 
sometimes make people feel 
poorly about themselves or left out. 
With the ability to constantly see 
where others are, what they are doing 
or who they are with, individuals 
tend to compare their life to what 
they see, even though what they see 
is typically not a true representation 
of that poster’s life. This can make 
such a negative impact mentally that 
it could lead to depression or anxiety. 
When consumed with social media, it 
is hard to separate reality from what 
is online. 

It is rare to see a college student 
without a cell phone in a hand. Society 
is becoming increasingly dependent 
on technology and addicted to social 
media. Sometimes it is beneficial to 
step away from the screen, go outside 
and spend time with people in person.

Last year, Jones 
eliminated the road 
between the cafeteria 
and the library and 
implemented a new 
pedestrian plaza. It was 
made with students 
in mind because, even 
though the road was 
closed during school 
hours, it was a safety 
hazard for people walking. 
The new plaza is very 
aesthetically pleasing, 
including a fountain, a 
bobcat statue and a JCJC 
seal in brick.

Every 10 years, 
Mississippi community 
colleges and universities 
undergo an accreditation 
review by the Southern 
Association of College and 
Schools Commission on 
Colleges (SACSCOC). 

Accreditation ensures 
that all the institutions 
of higher learning 
are validated to the 
Department of Education. 
The recognition of 
accreditation by the 
Department of Education 
allows colleges to grant 
degrees, students to 
receive federal financial 
aid, and transfer 
coursework to other 
colleges in pursuit of 
degrees. 

JCJC was recently 
visited by an on-site 
SACSCOC team. The team 
that visited the campus 
on Oct. 24-26 were made 


up of 
faculty 
and 
admin¬ 
istrators 
from 
other 
comm¬ 
unity 
colleges from the south¬ 
eastern region. The 
Committee toured the 
grounds of the campus, 
met with JCJC’s leadership 
team, and interviewed 
faculty and students. 

The process of 
accreditation takes up 
to two years to complete 
and occurs every 10 
years. Prior to the On 
site committee’s visit, 
JCJC administrators 
submitted a compliance 
document to SACSCOC in 
preparation of the onsite 
visit. The document 
was over 350 pages with 
12,000 exhibits.

During his time serving, 
Simpson passed the time 
playing fantasy football, 
coaching softball and even 
eating junk food, a fellow 
inmate stated. 

“I’m at a point in my life 
where all I want to do is 
spend as much time as I 
can with my children and 


my friends,” Simpson stated 
to the parole board. 

Wearing jeans and a 
denim jacket, the former 
NFL player and movie star 
was said to have walked 
out of Nevada’s Lovelock 
Correctional Center at 
12:08 a.m. on October 1, as 
shown on ABC. According 
to Simpson’s attorney, 
prison officials told the 
former inmate, “don’t 


come back,” as to which he 
responded “I don’t have any 
intent.” Simpson’s sister, 
Shirley Baker, said shortly 
after the release, “We are 
just joyous, grateful and 
celebrating today.” 

When asked what 
Simpson’s plans are after 
his release, his attorney, 
Malcolm LaVergne, told

Catalonia moves toward independence

The Catalonian secession 
took a confusing new 
turn after leader Carles 
Puigdemont made a speech 
declaring independence 
from Spain before 
immediately suspending 
that decision to allow 


for more discussion with 
leaders in Madrid. For 
days Puigdemont allowed 
anticipation to build about 
the Catalonian region. 

After a week of informal 
suggestion, Catalonia had 
a right to secede following 
an Oct. 1 referendum. 
Ninety percent of the 2.26 
million Catalonians voted 


for independence, however 
officials said 770,000 votes 
were lost due to disruption. 
The results were chaotic. 
Hundreds of men, women 
and even police officers 
were injured during the 
riot. 

Puigdemont’s speech 
angered the opponents 
of secession. By refusing 


to begin the process 
immediately, he frustrated 
some of his allies in the 
independence movement. 
To add to the confusion, 
Puigdemont and other 
separatist lawmakers 

later signed a document 
proclaiming Catalonian

According to ProCon.org, 
the death penalty does not 
necessarily mean a person 
will befall the punishment 
of having his or her life 
taken, it simply issues a 
punishment equivalent 
to life in prison with the 


context being that the 
victim of the verdict will 
not make it out alive. 
Capital punishment, on 
the other hand, defines the 
punishment being carried 
out. 

Of course, the death 
penalty seems cruel and 
unfair. It gives the power 
to one force to take away 
the life of another and 
it denotes an inhumane 
thought process. In 
all honesty, these 
characteristics sound like a 
description of murder. 

According to an article 
on the death penalty that 
was published on ProCon. 
org in 2008, those in favor 
of the death penalty 
support their belief by

With “Call of Duty:

reporters that Simpson 
eventually plans to move 
to Florida, in order to “see 
his family and hug his 
family on the outside of 
prison.” Not only does he 
want human interaction, 
but Simpson also misses 
his dietary habits from 
previous years. “He wants 
to eat seafood, he wants to 
eat steak,” LaVergne said. 
“He wants to enjoy the 
very simple pleasures that 
he hasn’t enjoyed in nine 
years.” 


Although Simpson is 
on parole, he was still 
reportedly spotted at a bar 
in Vegas shortly after his 
release, according to the 
“New York Daily News.” 
As stated by Nevada law, 
parolees can’t associate 
with ex-cons and must 
submit to searches of 
their vehicle or residence. 
They also cannot have any 
kind of weapon, booze 
is restricted, and any 
alcohol level higher than 
.10 is considered a parole 
violation. This did not stop 
Simpson from drinking a 
Bloody Mary and partying 


with old friends following 
his release. 

In my opinion, I believe 
Simpson should not have 
been released on parole 
due to the fact that armed 
robbery sentencing starts 
at 10 years. I suppose it is a 
given to be released a year 
early, considering Simpson 
is a celebrity. I also believe 
that if Simpson breaks 
his parole, which he did, 
he should return to jail. 
Someone who cannot 
handle living in the real 
world without following 
the rules should not be 
seen outside of prison. 


Because of Simpson’s 
recent actions after 
leaving prison, John Fuller, 
a prison coach for celebrity 
felons, stated an issue with 
Simpson’s comeback. “If 
he is coming out of prison 
thinking everywhere he 
goes people are going 
to smile and wave, he’s 
mistaken,” Fuller said. 
“He’s going to face some 
challenges on an emotional 
level.” According to TMZ, 
Simpson is now staying 
in a massive Vegas home 
on a golf course, which 
is owned by a longtime 
friend.

independence- a signing 
that separatist lawmakers 
argued should not be 
seen as more than an 
opportunity to negotiate 
over independence with 
Madrid. Why would he 
make this move if refusing 
the Catalan’s right? 

Puigdemont suggested 
that Madrid could still 
follow the example of the 
British government, which 
allowed Scotland’s voters 
to reject independence 


in a referendum in 2014. 
However, do the citizens 
of Catalonia want this 
type of system for Spain? 

The fight for 
independence has 

been a struggle for 
centuries in Spain. 
The region has battled 
between democracy 
and independence all 
throughout history. 
It grew steadily until 
July 2010 when the 
Constitutional Court in 
Madrid overruled part 
of the autonomy statute, 
stating there is no legal 


basis for recognizing 
Catalonia as a nation 
within Spain. The fall¬ 
out of the global financial 
crash in 2008 was an 
important reason for the 
Catalonians’ fight. 

Their financial crisis has 
caused unemployment 
and debt to rise, causing 
frustration for its people. 
According to Reuters.com, 
the region pays $12 billion 
more in taxes to Madrid 
each year than it gets 
back. The ridiculousness 
is astonishing. 

These riots are a sign 


for their personal rights. 
They deserve to have an 
independent region with a 
more successful economy. 
Living in a country where 
the citizens are being 
taken advantage of and do 
not have a right to make 
an economic change is 
wrong. The fight will most 
likely continue, however 
the specifics are unknown 
for now. The majority of 
the people want their 
ideal independent region 
but for that to happen, 
Puigdemont would need 
to take a step back.

those who believe 
that the Quran never 
proposes segregation of 
gender and says nothing 
against independent 
female travel. In fact, it 
is not uncommon to find 
women in rural Saudi 
villages routinely driving 
out of necessity without 
being stopped by police or 


other public authorities. 

Additionally, there have 
been large movements 
to bring about change 
for Saudi women seeking 
rights. On Nov. 6,1990, a 
group of 47 women with 
international licenses 
protested by driving 
around in public, rather 
than on private property 
or in rural areas. While 
this action garnered much 
supportive attention, the 


women were eventually 
stopped by the police and 
arrested. 

In 2011, Manal al- 
Shariff took to the 
wheel after struggling to 
continuously find a ride 
home from work even 
though she already had a 
car and an international 
license. She, along 
with Najla Hariri, began 
encouraging women 
online to drive. al-Shariff 


was the first to video and 
post her driving escapade. 
Of course, she received 
hateful comments and 
threats. She was arrested, 
as well; however, she also 
had many supporters 
who petitioned for her 
release. On June 17, 2011, 
100 women drove next to 
police cars without being 
arrested. 

“We broke the taboo,” 
says al-Shariff in her 2013 


TEDGlobal conference. 

After more than 20 years 
of trying, activists have 
seen the change they so 
yearned for. King Salman 
announced Sept. 26, 2017 
that the women of Saudi 
Arabia can obtain licenses 
in the country and will 
be allowed to drive. This 
ruling is believed to be 
fully implemented in the 
later dates of 2017, and the 
ban should be completely 


lifted by June 2018. 

This milestone is 
getting Saudi women one 
step closer to the freedom 
they have been working 
for and that they deserve. 
Traditional values of 
Islamic conservatism can 
still be upheld without a 
label of inferiority being 
draped across the women 
of the Saudi nation, 
making the movement 
one of significance.

suggesting its utility 
of law and order 
preservation, crime 

deterrence, and cheaper 
method of punishment 
than confinement for 
life. 

Keeping capital 

punishment in use to 
preserve law and order 
and dissuade crime 


is simply a fear tactic 
to keep people from 
committing crimes 
for which they may be 
executed for. In theory, 
it sounds far-fetched; 
but, in practice it works 
the same way as a child 
seeing his or her sibling 
receive discipline for 
something that the child 
may have thought of 
doing and then decided 
against out of fear of the 
consequences. 


While favoring capital 
punishment over life¬ 
long detainment may 
seem harsh, it should 
be remembered that the 
death penalty is issued 
only to those who have 
committed crimes so 
atrocious that it is the 
only option deemed 
appropriate. Paying 
the expenses for that 
person to continue living 
an averaged 79 years is 
like ignoring the crime 


altogether. 

It is never possible for 
a person to fully pass 
judgment on another or 
determine whether or 
not someone should live 
or die. However, there 
are unforgivable crimes 
that people commit and 
it is a matter of upholding 
the responsibility to 
everyone who wishes to 
be safe and happy when 
it comes down to issuing 
the death penalty.

give players a random 
weapon ranging from 
near-useless pistols to the 
iconic Ray Gun, a weapon 
that was to be the first of 
the “Wonder Weapons.” 

After the unimaginable 
success of what was first 
thought of as nothing 
more than a small mini¬ 
game by the developers, 
the second zombies map, 
Verruckt, was created. 
It is a run-down insane 
asylum that the players 
find themselves trapped 


in, though now there are 
additions that change 
how the players have to 
go about surviving the 
carnage. The first change 
is that the Mystery Box, 
instead of remaining in 
a constant position, can 
now be moved to one 
of a number of pre-set 
positions throughout the 
map. Verruckt also has 
traps that, when paid 
for, temporarily render 
an area impassible to the 
undead. 

The most important 
change in Verruckt, 
however, is the 
introduction of perks. 


Described as “chemically 
engineered beverages” 
by the game, perks are 
purchasable upgrades 
that give the player 
an advantage over the 
undead, ranging from 
having increased health 
or a quickened reload 
time to being able to fire 
faster or revive downed 
teammates faster, giving 
players something to 
strive towards obtaining. 

Next in the original 
quartet was Shi No 
Numa, a swamp map that 
replaces the iconic Nazi 
Zombies with undead 
Japanese soldiers and 


adds in the Hellhounds, 
zombified dogs that 
teleport in and hunt down 
the player. Cosmetically, 
Shi No Numa also adds 
in a tall pillar of light 
that emanates from the 
Mystery Box and reaches 
into the sky to alert 
the player to the Box’s 
location. The map also 
adds in named characters 
with distinct personalities 
and characteristics 

instead of the unnamed 
Marines the players were 
put in control of in the 
previous maps. 

Last, but certainly not 
least, comes Der Riese. 


The final map adds in a 
plethora of new features, 
ranging from teleportation 
around the map to being 
able to use the newly- 
introduced Pack-A-Punch 
machine. It may seem 
expensive, but Pack-A- 
Punching a weapon gives 
it a new name as well as 
upgraded stats across the 
board. Der Riese also adds 
the iconic Monkey Bomb 
grenade and the second 
of the Wonder Weapons, 
the Wunderwaffe DG- 
2, known as the Wonder 
Waffle throughout the 
community. 

In short, the game mode 


that is essentially an icon 
in the “Call of Duty” series 
has its origins in what was 
supposed to be a one- 
off game mode. The nine 
years that have passed 
since the mode’s beginning 
have been kind, allowing 
the arcade-like game of 
killing zombies to have an 
enthralling story that has 
drawn the attention of 
many fans. While true that 
some maps have not been 
as well received by the 
community as others, the 
overall experience is one 
that any player that likes 
killing zombies will enjoy.

According to some 
studies, social media can 
have a negative effect 
on today’s youth. In a 
CNN interview with Jean 
Twenge, a generational 
difference researcher, 
she said that there was 
a 50 percent increase in 
clinical level depression 
from 2011-2015. 

In another study 
she found that teens 
who were on their 
smartphones for three or 
more hours a day were 
30 percent more likely 
to have a suicide-related 
incident than teens who 
used their phones for two 
or less hours a day. So why 
is social media causing 
so much depression and 
anxiety? 

According to an article 


on CNN Health about 
Instagram, social media 
can be a trigger for 
anxiety and depression 
for college students 
because everyone creates 
their own perfect image 
on social media. Students 
aren’t going to post a 
picture of themselves 
studying alone every night 
or failing a test. Instead 
they’re going to post 
pictures of themselves at 
a party with their friends 
or outside by the pool. 
When other students 
see these pictures, they 
compare themselves to 
others and wonder why 
they’re eating alone while 
other people are out 
having fun. They feel left 
out, because they are able 
to see everyone hanging 
out without them. 

What students can’t 
see though, is that social 


media isn’t reality. People 
are getting together 
less and less in person, 
but when they do, they 
document it constantly 
to let everyone know that 
they do, indeed, have a 
fulfilling social life. People 
don’t show their real 
selves on social media, 
they show what they 
want the world to see. 

According to The 
Atlantic, in 2017, three out 
of every four teenagers 
own a smartphone. 
Nearly everyone has the 
ability to see everything 
posted by everyone. 
Social media and the 
ability to share pictures 
(usually heavily edited) 
with the world can be 
great, but for some it can 
cause extreme feelings 
of inadequacy. Instead 
of sharing pictures of 
memories or scenery, 


many people post 
pictures of themselves 
seeking attention. 

A young (in this 
instance, usually female) 
student scrolling through 
Instagram seeing picture 
after picture of perfectly 
edited models is bound 
to feel less than beautiful 
knowing that she can’t 
compare to this false 
representation of beauty. 
Feelings of inadequacy 
also come to those who 
post pictures. When a 
teen doesn’t get as many 
“likes” on their photos 
as other people, it leaves 
them feeling that they are 
worth less than someone 
or that people don’t like 
them. 

According to Twenge, 
social media all but 
destroys the needforface- 
to-face communication, 
deteriorating social 


skills. With texting and 
snapchatting, there is no 
reason for people to hang 
out together, causing 
teens to feel more 
isolated than ever. Teens’ 
social life is becoming 
completely based on 
social media. There is 
less of a need to leave 
home than in previous 
generations, meaning 

teens today spend 
virtually no time outside, 
instead staying alone on 
their phones isolated 
from the real world. 

Another social- 

media-related cause of 
depression could be a 
lack of sleep. National 
surveys show that teens 
who spend more time 
on electronic devices are 
less likely to get adequate 
sleep, which can lead to 
weight gain, bad grades 
and a poor attitude. 


According to an article by 
The Atlantic, “The more 
time teens spend looking 
at screens, the more 
likely they are to report 
symptoms of depression.” 

The advantages of social 
media are undeniable: 
people are more 
connected now than ever, 
but the consequences 
cannot be ignored. Simple 
things like implementing 
moderation can decrease 
the risk of depression in 
a teen’s life. Turning off 
the phone before going 
to sleep, checking social 
media once at the end of 
each day, or just limiting 
the amount of time they 
spend on their phones 
altogether could make 
a huge difference in the 
quality of the mental 
health of young people 
today.
